Impossible. 
The m ystery of the Gunness "Port 
of Missing M en” will be made public 
within forty-eight hours. 
It is already 
solved, so declare the officials of L a­ 
porte. 
They declare they have proof th at 
Ray L am phere set fire to the Gunness 
home, thereby causing the death of 
the woman and her three children. 
They declare the ten other victims 
of the house of death were poisoned 
that they know w here the poison wa,1 
purchased. 
They declare the bodies of th e vic­ 
tims were dismembered after death 
either in a room on the second floor 
of the house or in the basement. 
R aj Lam phere, the Laporte officials 
declare, either assisted in the ghastly 
surgery or at least had knowledge of 
it. 
Dr. William Meyers sent to the coro­ 
ner his findings resulting from the 
autopsies of the bodies supposed to be 
those of Andrew Helgelein of M ans­ 
field, S. D., and Jennie Olsen, the fos­ 
ter daughter of Mrs. Bella Gunness, 
who disappeared in 1906. 


H air in Dead Man’s Hand. 


Dr. Meyers reported that a m ass of 
hair had been found in the clenched 
fist of Helgelein and that the fingers 
grasping it had been severed above 
the first phalanx. 
Charles Way, a pallbearer at the 
funeral of P eter S. Gunness, told of 
how the widow had been absent from 
the ceremonies preceding the burial 
of her husband and asserted that it 
was subsequently 
learned that she 
had been in Laporte consulting an a t­ 
torney regarding her possible arrest 
on the charge of having killed her 
husband. 
William B. Rogiski, who formerly 
worked on the Gunness farm, told of 
having dug several ditches at the be­ 
hest of th e woman. 
He said that she 
told him that the holes were to be 
used for the burial of rubbish and 
refuse. 
T he grand jury which is to 
consider the evidence against L am ­ 
phere next week convened and started 
to clear the docket of several minor 
cases intervening. 
T he Meyers report on the bodies of 
Helgelein and Miss Olsen formed the 
most interesting chapter of the day’s 
developments at the coroner’s office. 
Both, the doctor declared, met un­ 
natural deaths, but in the case of the 
young woman the condition of tho 
corpse precluded any possibility of 
determ ining the m anner in which she 
was m urdered. 


Terrific Death Struggle. 


H elgelein’s body, however, had been 
In the ground only a few m onths at 
the most and it gave evidence of a 
terrific death struggle. 
The clenched 
hand which contained the hair had 
been mutilated and the other hand 
had been severed at the wrist. 
On 
this body the official report says: 
"From the finding, it is evident that 
the man died an unnatural death, but 
at whose hands or how, cannot be de­ 
term ined by the examination so far. 
T he hair in the hand is likely from 
the head of his m urderer or m urderess 
and the stom ach may show what poi­ 
son, if any, killed him.” 
Dr. C. S. Mack, the coroner, said 
that he had not decided w hether or 
not to send the stomach of Helgelein 
away for exam ination 
by chemical 
analysis.

from Jam es Cart wight Fuck, assistant 
cashier of the Laporte Savings bank, 
regarding the efforts which that in­ 
stitution m ade to discover the w here­ 
abouts of Ole O. Budsberg of Iola, Wis.

Agricultural

passed the agricultural appropriation

For building roads 
and m aking other perm anent improve­ 
m ents in the national forests, $1,000,- 
000 instead of $500,000, as provided by 
the house of representatives, was ap­ 
propriated, giving one-half th e am ount 
asked by the chief forester. 
T he bill 
provides that 25 per cent of th e in­ 
come from the national forests shall 
be paid to the states in which they are 
located, this money to be expended 
for road and school Improvements in 
the counties in which the reserves are 
situated. 
An 
amendment

expenditures for the publication of 
any article in relation to the forestry 
service, but it is stipulated that this 
shall not prevent the service giving 
out information on any subject of pub­ 
lic interest.

years Inter as assistant rector and as 
rector in l s *!2. 
Dr. Dix w as unalterably opposed to 
divorce, and in I'.nD, after tlie Episeo 
pal church iu America refused to take 
the decisive stand against the divorce 
evil, he led Ids parish in declaring that 
no divorced person whatsoever should 
he married iu any of its churches. 
The fighting spirit of the man was 
exemplified 
In 
a 
lawsuit 
which 
lie 
waged when he was past seventy-five 
years old tint ! in* finally won iu New 
York sta te’s highest court. The amount 
i at issue was not large, but the principle 
w as great. Dr. Dix Inherited a life In­ 
terest in several up state farms. 
At the 
end of one tenant's occupancy Dr. Dix 
brought suit for misuse and w aste of 
the woodland on the property. 
The 
lower court held that lie could collect j 
only for his life interest's share and 
not the total damage, but tlie aged rec­ 
tor would not accept this verdict and 
kept on fighting until he won. 
To music and art both in and out of j 
the church Dr. Dix found time from 
his literary and clerical ta**ks to give j 
much attention, lie was a promoter 
of tin* first choral society in N ew York 
and took part In tlie first service given 
In New York city. Collections of rare 
books and manuscripts« both mediaeval 
and American, was one of his diver­ 
sions. 


THE “FATHER OF BASEBALL” 


Recollections of H e n ry Chadw ick, the 
Fam ous Fan. 
Henry Chadwick, known all over the 
United States as tlie "father of base 
hall,” who died recently at his home 
in Brooklyn, was one of the most wide­ 
ly known writers on sporting topics Iu 
America. 
Mr Chadwick first became associat­ 
ed with the national game when he 
played shortstop on an amateur team 
in what Is now a part of Holwken, 
N, J„ in the fifties 
His book. "Chad 
wick’s (¡Htne of Baseball." had wide 
Circulation and was considered an au 
thorlty on the* game 
He was the uti 
relenting foe of those who violated the 
ru les of the game 
He Compiled and 
edited "The League Guide,” a base ball 
publication, and w as tin* author Of sev 
era I ixmks on cricket and baseball. 
in an interview many years ago Mr 
Chadwick 
explained 
how 
he 
first 
thought of making baseball a national 
game for Ameriean». as cricket Is in 
England. 
“It was w hile passing through Elys! 
an fields in Hoboken Upon my return 
from a erlrket match.” be said, “that 
I chanced to see a game of baseball lw* 
tween tin* Gotham and Eagle clubs. 
I 
became convinced then that this w as 
n game which would fa* a powerful 
lever to make tin* people of America 
take a keener Interest in outdoor sports 
and healthful exercise 
From the pe 
riod that I first became an ardent ad 
mirer of baseball 1 have devoted my 
efforts f0 the improvement nf tin* game 
and to fostering it in every w a y ” 
Mr Ghadwick was an authority on 
Cricket as well as baseball 
Only n few 
years ago that old 
man. 
who never 
Used tobacco in any form, was a mem 
l>or of the Sin ten Island (New Yorkt 
i cricket team when it achieved a nota­ 
ble victory over the N ew Jersey vet 
eran cricketers 
Chadwick cam e to bat 
With his team behind, but so keen was 
the aged fan’s eye ntid so active was 
his aged system that he made eight 
runs during his Inning and won the 
game. 
This astonishing performance is 
without a parallel in sports, 
lie was 
then eighty-one years old. 
Father Chadwick saw the possibili­ 
ties of baseball and predicted its w ide 
scope and popularity as the national 
gam e in the enthusiasm of his youth­ 
ful days, and his interest never flagged 
au 
Instant 
during 
his 
nearly 
sixty 
years’ prominent connection with It. 
No one did more for the welfare and 
salvation of baseball than Henry Chad­ 
wick. 
in the days of Its adversity, 
when the crookedness crept into the 
ranks of the players, Henry Chadwick 
w as foremost in denouncing tlie enor 
mlty of the offense and the dangers to 
the very life of the game. 
He w as n 
strong and earnest advocate of a per­ 
manent blacklist and never wavered in 
his denunciation of anything that tend 
ed to lower the standard of the game. 
Ho delighted to I*«* called and known 
as the “ father of baseball.” and be 
well deserved the title which he so 
loved. 
The great national gam e of Itaspball 
which 
lie 
founded 
and 
fostered 
sc 
steadily, firmly and conscientiously as 
it n >\v stands is a m o n u m en t to his 
memory. 
It is doubtless the only nion 
tun on t he would have wished, 
That Is 
as imperishable as any statue of gran­ 
ite or marble.
